THE party must have been ill-fated from 
the scare,' Frank Markham- thought. 
The survey, which had been pUnned 
for the early spring, was held up by official 
red cape until lace in the summer, so that 
before the journey was a quarter completed 
the mouncain blizzards had overtaken them. 
But (he crowning disaster had come the 
evening before, when I.00 Fing, who was to 
act as interpreter and liaison man between 
the Lama and the Chinese Central Govern- 
ment, and the U. S. Army, had slipped on the 
trail and had gone mmbling a thousand feet 
into both cavern and eternity.
